In the present condition of 
the State’s finances that is a luxury 
that cannot well be afforded to gratify 
Carson in her whimsical notion that 

the removal of the prison would be a 

serious blow to her interests. As a 

matter of economy something should 

be done, and speedily, too.

EASTERN DISPATCHES 
The President's Message. * 
Wasuinerton, Dec. 2. 


The President's message and report 
of the Secretary of the Treasury were 
submitted to the Cabinet at this after- 
noon’s session and carefully con- 
sidered. The main features of both 
documents had been discussed at for- 
mer meetings of the Cabinet, so that 


to-day’s work was mainly revisory. 
To-night they were sent to the printer, 
who will be held responsible for their 
safe keeping till the time for their re- 
turn for regular transmission to Con 
gress On Monday next. ‘The message 
of last year covered 32 pages of printed 
pamphlet. The message of the pres- 
ent year will not cover more than 25 
of such pages. He reciies the fact of 
the passage of an immigration treaty 
with China, and announces that under 
direction of the State Department ar- 
rangements have been effected for 
Carrying its provisions imto opera- 
tion. South American troubles are 
treated in a succinct review of 
what has been done by this gov- 
eroment in the direction of an 
amicable adjustment of pending diffi- 
culties between belligerents. Touch- 
ing the tariff, the President renews his 
recommendation of last year that the 
existing law needs revision. He ex- 
presses s hope that the labors of and 
report of the Tariff Commission may 
be so enlightening as to facilitate Con- 
gress in dealing with the subject. The 
President congratulates Congress upon 
the passage of last session’s law for 
the suppression of polygamy in the 
territory of Utah. The Commissioners 
appointed under the law have been 
engaged in their labors in Utah and 
have made commendable progress. 
There were, and remain, obstacles] of 
no mean order to overcome which the 
President vy may disappear with- 
out occasion for more stringent legisla- 
lation. The failure of the people of 
that territory to accept the law in its 
full spirit was, he says, perhaps to have 
been expected to some extent, because 
of the radical chanye of the election 
system heretofore prevailing, and the 
natural aversion to the law of the 
great majority of the people of the 
territory. He recommends the con- 
tinuance of the Commission until it 
shall have been demonstrated that 
there is no longer any practical neces- 
sity for its use. 


Vandals in the Yellowstone Park.

river, the southern the Grand river, 
and the western the 102d meridian, 
making about 60 miles of river front. 
About 300 Indians are now here, and 
1,500 more are expected from Sitting 
Bull’s band and thé Crow Creek 
agency. Each man, woman and child 
gets a cow; they will be given aid in 
building houses, and farming machines 
will be furnished free for ten years, 
and the government maintains schools 
for twenty years. Avnuities will con- 
tinue till they become selt- supporting. 
A similar agreement will made 
with the Indians at Pine Ridge, Rose- 
bud and Santee agencies, and an im- 
monse acreage be thus thrown open to

STRUCK BY THE CARS. 


Phil Boody Probably Fatally Injured 
By a C P. Locomotive. 


This morning Phil Boody, a team-

It is a very dan- 
gerous crossing, and the railroad com-- 
pany should have a signal to warn 
travelers of the danger in time for 
them to escape a train or engine.
